KILLED AT A CROSSING. 


Joseph Newm an Crashed to D eath and 
Hie Companion F atally Injured. 
Chicago, Dec. 27. — Another railroad 
crossing accident, in which one man was 
crushed to death and another fatally in­ 
jured, 
occurred last evening at 5:15 
o’clock. 
The

happened on 
Archer avenue, at the crossing of the 
Western Indiana tracks. 
Joseph Newman 
and Ernest Lomberg are the names of the 
victims. 
They were on the rear platform 
of an Archer avenue car going west, and 
in stepping off the car were struck 
by an engine on the Louisville, New 
Albany & Chicago railroad, which was 
backing south. 
Newman was thrown a 
distance of thirty feet and when picked 
up was unconscious.

N ew Y o r k , Dec. 27.—The steamship 
Savona, which arrived todayjfrom Brazilian 
ports, reports that the people of Santos are 
divided in their adherence to the republic, 
a large nnmber favoring the exiled Em­ 
peror.

M inister Barboza’s Denial. 
W ashington, Dec. 27.—The following 
telegram from Ruy Barboza,

Brazilian minister of finance, has been 
received at the Brazilian legation: 
“ From cablegrams we learn that, un­ 
fortunately, there is no speculation from 
newsmongers against us which is not 
credited in Europe, in spite of all our 
warnings against this sort of conspiracy. 
Reports about mutiny of corps of artillery 
false; only mutiny of a few soldiers. 
Im­ 
mediately suppressed. 
Tho aggravation 
of Gen Fonseca’s illness not true; on the 
contrary, he is recovering speedily from 
his former complaints. 
In tho army itself 
the revolution can rely on other chiefs of 
great prestige and no less devoted to the 
cause. 
All the different political parties 
have espoused with enthusiasm the term 
fixed (Nov. 15, 1890,) for the meeting of 
the constituent assembly, they consider­ 
ing by this act the stability of tho re pub­ 
lic insured. 
Beware of newsmongers. ’ ’ 
Later Minister Valente received another 
cablegram from Senhor Barboza, giving 
the reasons why it was impossible to call 
the constituent assembly before Novem­ 
ber.

“The bulk of this year’s construction has 
been done in the South. 
Over 2,000 miles 
c f tho new lines reported to us lie south of I 
the latitude of Cincinnati and east of the ! 
Mississippi river. 
Washington, however, 
has had the greatest Increase in railways 
of any single State, 8J3 miles having been 
built there ip 1889. 
G eorgia com es n ex t 
with 315 miles, and then follow North 
Carolina with 279 miles, Texas with 270 
milos, and Mississippi with 213 miles. 
Sixteen other States report between IOO 
and 200 miles, and in Vermont, Rhode Is­ 
land, New Mexico, Arizona and Nevada 
no new track-laying has been reported.” 
Very few long lines have been built this 
season, bu£ there has been a great number 
of short branches and extensions, especial­ 
ly in tho East. 
The total number of sep­ 
arate lines on which track was laid during 
the year was 253.

ABOUT TU E IMMIGRATION OF 
CRIM INALS. 
Those interested in the question of 
“where do oar criminals comd from?” 
will find much profit in reading an arti- 
cie in the December Foram by Mr. 
William F. Boned?. la that article be 
discusses the question cf immigration 
and crime, and gpresents some facts that 
are suggestive as well as valuable. Mr. 
Bounds eitibii'iheB two points, first, that 
the Cli rn ic a1 classes in this oouutry 
ere increasing in greater propoition than 
the general population; and second, [that 
this increase is largely due to the char­ 
acter cf recent immigration. In 'support 
of the last point Mr. Bounds makes the 
statement that cf 584 discharged prison­ 
ers who applied for assistance to the 
pi teon association of Mew York in a rid_ 
cia year, 174, or 30 per cent., were for­ 
eigner?, and 238, or 41 per cent., though 
bern in this country, were the children 
of foieign-bern parents. Of 182 prison­ 
ers committed ta the Massachusetts rc- 
f oimatcry for women in 1880-81,88 were 
of foreign birth ortho children of for­ 
eigners; that is, 48.3 per cent, were alien, 
in fact, and 81.4 w<r6 the children of for­ 
eigners. 
Mr. Bounds makes another statement 
to the effect that “cur prisons and other 
penal institutions are now terribly over­ 
crowded, and it seems almost impossible 
to keep up with the demand for more 
prison accommodations. And what is 
true cf the prisons cf this state, is true of 
the prisons cf 
many other states, 
and pal tubularly cf those which arere 
cawing a constant influx cf foreign im­ 
migration. The evil is one of the most 
threatening proportions and one that 
demands prompt, energetic and thorough 
remedial action.'’ 
This o minion of things cannot be 
changed 
without courage and wise 
state*maiibhip en Ihepart cf conferees. 
Mr. Bounds is a favor cf a law which 
will require a thorough aid systematic 
t lamination of every immigrant by the 
American representatives abroad. He 
is of the opinion that no person should 
be allowed to lend here with the inten­ 
tion of taking up his residence until he 
has a certificate stating such intention* 
signed and filed with proper vouchers, 
three months before he sails. Some 
plan of this sort must be adopt­ 
ed, 
or 
the 
time 
will 
come 
when the remedy will be 
beyond 
the reach of congress, or, at least, when 
the remedy will be far more difficult to 
apply than now. Mr. Rounds makes a 
suggestion that this thorough examina­ 
tion woald not be difficult to impose un­ 
der the present circumstances; and to 
make it more practical and reasonable he. 
tfould hare “the intending emigrant de­ 
posit $5, or some sum to be agreed upon, 
with the consul, to be forwarded ta the 
immigration department of the govoph- 
ment in America, and to be return? a to 
the immigrant without interest on appli­ 
cation one year after arrival frere, pro­ 
vided that for that time he sh^i not have 
rn any sense or for a single moment be­ 
come a pablio charge.” 
This matter has been presented to con­ 
gress, but whether anything will be done, 
or even attempted, ta very doubtful. 


TU E DI FF1CULT RACE PROBLEM. 
The race problem is one which will re­ 
ms in unsolved for a long time to come. 
It is one of extreme difficulty to solve, 
first, beoause of the large number of ne­ 
groes in the south, and seoond, because 
of the great percentage of illiteracy 
which exists among them. When Sena­ 
tor Butler was asked the other day 
how 
he 
would 
solve the prob­ 
lem, he said he thought it would 
bs for the best interest ©f both races if a 
large number of negroes should move in­ 
to the northern states and western [tetri- 
tories, thus relieving the southern stater 
c f the preponderance of *thafc [race. He 
believed His would be the best solution 
of the race question; if not he [was will­ 
ing to adopt any other.” 
Senator Hampton 
was 
confronted 
with a 
like 
question, and rhis re­ 
sponse 
was, 
“I 
am 
earnestly 
in favor of any measure which shall deal 
juttly and Reneiausly with the negroes. 
I regard is a? important for the interests 
of both rases thnt they should be per­ 
manently separated, leaving each to work 
on? its own destiny. Of oourae I do set 
cont implate the r emote I of the negroes 
against their will, nor should I be willing 
to see them leave the country empty­ 
handed.” 
Ex-Senator Bruce, cf Mississippi, him- 
seK a colored man, expressed hie mind 
as follows:

There are sev­ 
eral millions of negroes in the south, and 
the per centage of illiteracy is over 80. 
To attempt the seoond method suggested 
by 
Mr. Bruoe, that 
of distribution 
throughout the western states, would be 
^practicable. It may seem an easy 
thing to do, but “how are you going to 
do it ? ' is a very large question. Neither 
Senator ^Batler nor Senator Hampton 
eau make a practical suggeetion on this 
point. 
Just how, say two millions of negroes, 
are to be brought north, distributed 
among the states, settled in homes, fur­ 
nished with work, put on farms, their 
children provided with school facilities, 
find set right on the roed to progress, is 
a question wbioh no statesman oan ans­ 
wer. There is not room enongh for 
them. The west has all it oan oare for 
and more too. The labor market is al­ 
ready glutted. There are too many pro­ 
ducers and not enough consumers, The 
trades are full, the professions are over­ 
crow dad, machinery has largely taken 
the place of farm hands, and to what use, 
then, oan the two millions of negroes be 
put? Will some wise statesman make a 
practical answer? 


BU ILD IN N RAILROADS. 
The Engineering News:—The list of 
new railroads constructed during 1889, 
which we present with this issue, shows 
that the total addition to the main-traok 
railway mileage of the United States 
during the year will vary very little from 
the estimate of 5,000 mile. This is the 
smallest construction recorded in any 
one year since 1885, when the total in­ 
crease was but 3,588 miles. The con­ 
struction in the intervening years has 
been: In 1886, 8,471 miles; in 1887, 12,- 
668 milee; rn 1888, 7,284 miles.I 
The balk of this year’s construction 
has been done in the sooth. Over 2.000 
miles of the new lines reported to us lie 
south cf the latitnde of Cincinnati and 
east of the Mississippi river. Washing­ 
ton, however, had the 
greatest 
in­ 
crease 
rn railways of 
any 
single 
state. 
354 
miles 
have 
been 
built there in 1889. Georgia comes next 
with 315 mile?, and then follows North 
Carolina with 279 miler, Texas I with 270 
miler, and Mississippi with 212 miles. 
Sixteen other states report between IOO 
and 200 miler, and in Vermont, Rhode 
Ieland, New Mexico, Arizona and Ne­ 
vada no new track laying has been re­ 
potted . 
Very few long lines have been built 
this season, but there has been a great 
number of short branches aud extensions, 
especially in the east. The total number 
of Bepart1 o lines on which track was laid 
during the year was 253. This work was 
done by 198 different companies. In 
Canada 733 miles of track were laid dur­ 
ing 1889, and in Mexioo 369 miles.

THE DAIRY. 


Id eal B utter Making. 
Though of late years many improve­ 
ments have been made in butter mak­ 
ing, and much has been learned as to 
how the milk should bo set, tho time 
in which the cream should rise and 
the temperature at which it should be 
churned; the indications now are that 
the next great need will be a practical 
invention whereby the cream from 
each cow can be kept and churned by 
itself. 
As a rule man can govern in matters 
of time, speed and temperature, and 
bring these into working harmony bet­ 
ter than he can bring about that exact 
uniformity in the butter making quali­ 
ties required in dairy cows, for the 
best possible results in butter making 
under the present methods of sotting 
and churning. 
In other words allow tho milk of 
each cow to vary at times as it may 
from its own average standard, or from 
tho averave herd, but give us a practi­ 
cal method of getting from the milk of 
each the most and the best butter it is 
capable of producing. 
When we have 
this we will be as far advanced in 
profitable dairying as the enthusiast 
expects to bo when he has a herd 
so carefully bred that the milk of all 
the cows is exactly alike; requiring a 
uniform treatment throughout from 
the setting of the milk to tho final tak­ 
ing of the butter from the churn.

Don't forget to protect those young 
grape vines you set out last spring. 
Have you protected tho young trees 
of tho orchard against tho attacks ol 
mice? 
Take a walk around the orchard and 
garden. 
Have your note book along. 
About ten million pounds more dried 
and evaporated apples wore exported 
this year than last. 
If you have some long manure that 
you wish to put to good use, spread it 
among the raspberries. 
lf the ground is not yet frozen, 
it 
will yet do to lay down the raspberry 
and blackberry bushes and the grape­ 
vines. 
It is claimed that tho daily con­ 
sumption of good sound fruit is better 
than all tho cathartics in the universe. 
It is pleasanter “ to take.” 
Assort your seeds and make a list 
of what you need for next year’s plant­ 
ing—do it now—when the opportunity 
comes for buying, you will know just 
what you want. 
If your apples are not likely to keep 
well, place them in a cool cellar tc 
which the children have free access, 
and we guarantee a goodly number ol 
them will be “ preserved.” 
Did you get the garden plowed be­ 
fore it froze up? 
If not, take the firsl 
open day that comes and do it even ii 
it leaves lumps. 
The frost .and snoa 
of winter will level most of them bo. 
fore planting time next spi ing. 
It is estimated that this year's crop 
of clover seed is tho largest evei 
grown. 
The probable result will bt 
low prices. 
Don’t let the opportunity 
pass to 
“seed down” a good-sized 
piece of your farm. 
If not all wanted 
for hay, it is as cheap a fertilizer as 
you can use. 
From among many interesting notes 
upon the culture and product of sweet 
potatoes received by tho Department 
at Washington, tho following from 
W hite County, 
Tenn., is selected: 
The product of ono half acre, carefully 
weighed, was six tons 188 pounds, or 
218 bushels of fiftv-six 
pounds, 
yield of 436 bushels to the acre. Many 
of the potatoes weighed five and 
half pounds each. 
The plants were 
put in tho ridge on tho 1st and 15th of 
May, in dry soil and well watered 
The largest tubers came from the first 
setting, and the heaviest yield from 
the second.

T H E PO U L T R Y YARD. 


H ow to S h ip G am e. 
During cold weather, game bird 
all kinds should not be drawn, 
fore being packed they should 
thoroughly cold and dry. 
Smooth the 
feathers down nicely and pack them 
in their natural shape as much as j os 
sible. 
Do not place the head under 
the wing, as it is quite apt to bleed 
and cause a bad spot on the side of 
the bird. 
Late in tho season it is well 
to 
wrap in paper pairier chickee 
partridge 
and quail. 
Buyers then 
givo such the preference, but during 
the foro part of tho season, 
when the 
weather is more changable, the po poi 
proves damaging to the keeping of tin 
game. Barrels are favorable packages- 
for prairie chickens but partridge and 
quail should be packed in boxes, no! 
over three or four dozen each for tin. 
former, and ten to fifteen to the latter: 
avoid as far as possible, putting more 
than ono kind of game in a package. 
Pigeons, during the early part of the 
season, should bo shipped with their 
feathers on; but when the weather be­ 
comes warm they should bo plucked 
and packed in ice.

The market does not demand any 
flavor in butter except that of pure 
butter fat. 
Consumers prefer to buy their butter­ 
milk, cheese, and butter in separate 
packages. 
There bas been lately exported a 
number of Guernsey cattle to the Sap- 
pora Agricultural college, Sappora, 
Japan. 
Don’t mix blood by breeding first to 
a Jersey and then to a Holstein, or 
Ayrshire. Select the breed best suited 
to your wants and then stick to it. 
Making buttermilk-flavored butter is 
easily stopped by washing tho blitter 
while in small grains. A little salt in 
the water will do no harm. 
What the farmers need is to learn 
.he peculiarities of each cow, and then 
eed the ones that make, most cheap- 
y, the product he wants to make and 
sell, 
The cost of production will show the 
jrofitable side of dairying in the fu­ 
ture. What will the cow do on the 
cheapest produced ration, is the ques­ 
tion for the dairyman. 
Those whose cows all “come in” 
last spring will find that the dollar 
will not “come out” so cheaply as it 
ought to when butter and milk are 
high because then the yield of the 
cows will be at the lowest.

H in ts on H ors* Shoeing;. 
Now that winter is here tho number 
of farm horses that wear shoes will bo 
increased and the following hints pub­ 
lished by a paper devoted to the hors? 
interest may bo helpful in Having jus­ 
tice done the faithful horse: 
Do not 
let horses shoes remain on over three 
to six weeks, dependent on the amount 
of use and the toughness and growth 
of the hoofs. 
Each time after taking 
off the shoes, if tho road permits, let 
him go barefooted as long as no injury 
follows, as this expands the hoofs and 
keeps them in moro perfect condition. 
Some horses can bo used barefoot, off 
pavements, for months, or the wholo 
year round, and work better than if 
shod. 
Never allow tho frog of tho foot 
to be cut out or trimmed unless some­ 
what ragged, and then only a very lit 
tie, as it acts as a cushion to the foot 
and lessens or even prevents bruising 
when striking a stono or other hard 
substance. 
See that the hoof is not 
pared beyond absolute necessity, and 
that tho shoo is properly fitted to it, 
and not the hoof to the shoe. 
Do not 
allow the bottom of the hoof to be burnt 
or even scorched with a hot shoe, in 
order to make it set evenly, but pare 
it properly to do so. 
Always use the 
lightest shoes compatible with the con 
dition of the roads and the work re­ 
quired of the horse.

A P ro g re ssiv a F lo w e r 
The chrysenthemum, or “flower ol 
gold,” as the name indicates, is a fine 
specimen of floral evolution. 
It has 
developed under cultivation from an in­ 
significant yellow flower into one of 
great diversity in form, size and color. 
Old varieties flourished in this country 
as early as 1820, but it was not until 
1859 that the fantastic Japanese kinds 
were introduced. 
These were for a 
time regarded as ragged, disreputable 
immigrants unworthy of attention in 
comparison with old favorites, but 
upon naturalization their good points 
began to appear and they became ex­ 
ceedingly popular, writes Belle P. 
Drury in Farm, Field and Stockman. 
With surprising good nature the 
chrysanthemum waits until nature’s 
other favorites have made their adieu 
and then, without supplanting any, it 
prolongs the floral season a whole 
month, 
It has been styled the Queen 
of Autumn, but though stately it has 
ittle that is aristocratic about it, but 
on the contrary it belongs in an 
especial manner to the common people, 
ts cheapness, hardihood, and easiness 
of culture make it a possible floorer for 
the lowliest garden and the humblest 
window. 
This enterprising flower is now found 
not only in tho original yellow’ and 
frequent white, but rejoices the eye in 
many colors, such as crimson, ma­ 
roon, pink, r.maranth, and sometimes 
variegated. 
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To G et P u re W ater. 
According to Horse and Stable, tho 
temperature of wrater for horses is not 
so much an object as the Dimity • of it. 
While it is best to have it cool, it is 
more important to have it free from 
all impurities, 
All river water con­ 
tains microscopic germs; and great 
advantage is found from its filtration 
and the addition of a little sulphur. An 
easily made filter is as follows: Over 
each trough a barrel is arranged ti 
receive the water, which is made to 
flow through the Darrel to the water­ 
ing trough. Fill the barrel one-third 
full of coarsely ground charcoal, over 
wrhich sprinkle a little powdered sul­ 
phur. 
Upon the charcoal place some 
brush, and on this place clean gravel 
until the barrel i9 half full, or a little 
more, with the filtering material. This 
filter will last for six months or more 
without cleaning, and will supply clean 
water that the horses love to drink, 
and by the use of which they are kept 
in first rate health, without colics or 
other sickness. 
In the country pure 
spring or well water, always filtered, 
should be provided.

The divorce aotion of {Ann D. |Cri ch­ 
ien against J oho Crichton is again be­ 
fore the circuit court to-day. IThis ac­ 
tion was commenced in 1885. The plain 
I ff charging.the defendant with cruel 
and inhuman treatment 'in her com­ 
plaint. It was tried in the fall of 1887

muscular individual 
with a dirty face 
and a leather apron, 
who, whenever he 
wishes to produce a 
portrait 
of 
some 
prominent 
person­ 
age, makes a requi­ 
sition upon the ad­ 
vertising department 
for a left over! cut 
of Lydia E. Pink- 
ham, upon which he 
carves out his conception of a proper al­ 
lowance of whiskers and collar with a cold 
chisel, said a well-known newspaper artist 
the other day. 
**How is the work done?” 
“ Simplest thing in the world. 
The edi­ 
tor holds the edge on time by keeping 
constantly on hand a carefully selected 
stock of photograph* of eminent people. 
Whenever one of these persons dies or dis­ 
tinguishes himself in any other way his 
portrait is handed to the artist for repro­ 
duction. 
There are a number of ways in 
which this may be done. 
One of the ear­ 
lier systems in use in newspaper offices, 
but which is little used now, is known as 
the ‘chalk’ process. 
For this purpose a 
highly tempered steel plate, 4£ by 6 inches 
and 4 Inch thick, covered 4 of an inch deep 
with a preparation resembling chalk, the 
composition of 
which is known only 
to the manufacturer, 
is used. 
Upon 
this chalky surface the artist makes a 
free-hand copy of the portrait with a pen­ 
cil, reducing the drawing to the size he 
wishes it to appear in the paper. 
The 
lines are then cut out of the soft composi­ 
tion, with a sharp, round-pointed graver, 
the dust, as it is set free, being blown 
away by means of a small blow-pipe. 
Then the plate is sent to the stereotyping- 
room, heated to set the matrix, placed in 
a casting-box and molten metal poured 
upon it. All that then remains to do is to 
saw the block to the required size and 
place It in the Torm. 
The entire per 
form un ca can be completed in less than 
thirty minutes. 
••Other cuts and often portraits are pro­ 
duced by the photo-engraving and zinc 
etching p rocess, which is more intricate 
and requires more time. 
Prints of en­ 
gravings can be reproduced by this pro 
cess and either enlarged or reduced; very 
fine prints may be enlarged, but in most 
cases defects, scarcely perceived in the 
original, become magnified and are too 
apparent in the copy. Ordinary wood 
cuts are generally improved by reducing 
the copy. 
Steel plates and lithographic 
prints admit of no reduction as a rule, 
and

these require great care. All that can not 
be reproduced can, of. course, be redrawn. 
Tho finest results in photo-engraving, 
however, ara obtained from pen and ink 
drawings. 
To insure good results the 
whitest of enameled paper and the black­ 
est of Chinese ink most be used. 
The 
artist draws the outline cf his sketch with 
a pencil usually twice the size he wishes 
the finished cut to be. 
After filling in the 
outlines with ink by means of a fine steel 
pen the drawin g is ready to be photo­ 
graphed. 
“A special outfit is required for this 
branch of photography, the camera being 
larger than the ordinary and the lens what 
is termed *rectillnear lens.’ Electric light 
is always used. The most important step 
in the entire process is in photographing. 
Unless a perfect; sharply cut negative 
is obtained the work will do spoiled. 
“After the negative, which is taken by 
the wet process, is completed the film is 
peeled off and turned over with the face 
next the glass, when it is ready for print­ 
ing on the zinc. 
“Nothing but pure zinc, finely-rolled, 
can be used. The plates, about one-fifth 
of an inch thick, are highly polished, and 
before using are again polished with a 
piece of charcoal; they are then washed 
with water, taken to a dark room and 
dipped in a sensitive solution, and finally 
dried over a lamp with a slow heat; when 
they are ready for printing. 
The zinc 
plate and negative are placed in an ordi­ 
nary photographic printing frame and 
exposed to the light until the edges of the 
zinc turn a bright gold color, which oc­ 
curs in from one to three minutes. 
The 
zinc is then taken back to the dark room 
and transfer tate made for this special pur­ 
pose is applied with a lithographic roller. 
If the exposure has been timed right and 
the ink evenly distributed the picture will 
develop readily. The plate is then placed 
in a tub of clear water and the superfluous 
ink carefully washed off with a piece of 
clean cotton. 
When perfectly dry the 
plate is compared with the copy, and if 
any of the lines are fonnd to be im perfect 
they are touched up with transfer ink, ap­ 
plied with a camel’s-hair brush. 
“The face of the plate is next dusted 
with a reddish-brown powder of secret 
composition and slightly warmed until the 
powder turns black. The function of this 
powder is to protect the lines of the pict­ 
ure from the action of the acid, After 
the back and edges have been coated with 
asphalt to prevent them from etching the 
plate is placed ta an etchtag-tub filled 
with a solution of one pert of pure nitric 
add to twenty parts of water, and the tab 
is gently rocked back and forth for abont 
ten minutes. 
By this time the edges of 
the lines begin to glow bright, and the 
plate is taken out and washed in clear 
water. 
When dry the weak lines are 
again touched up with ink, the plate is 
warmed and brushed with powder to pro­ 
tect the face and sides of the lines that 
have been etched, and replaced in the 
etchtag-tub. This process is repeated until 
the etching is deep enough, which is usually 
at the end of the fourth bath. The plate is 
then heated veiy hot and scrubbed with 
all
